Madrid, Aug. 9.—Senor Canovas dol 


Castillo, prime minister of Spain, is dead 
at tbo hands of an anarchist assaseic. 
Sunor C-iDowia, who had been Indisposed 
lor florae time, had gone to Santa Aguefla, 
a well known Spanish health resort, to 
get tho benefit of the tatbs thore. 


He was sitting, at 1 o'clock Sunday 


iifternoon, in the gallery of tbe public 
baths, where he was following ibe cure, 
enynged in rending newspapers, when tbe 
assassin approached him unobserved and 


fired a revolver point blank at bis fore- 
head and cbost. Both the bullets took 


effect. 
Senor Canovas fell from hia seat 


at ihe feet of bis wife, exclaiming, "mur- 


derer. '' 


Santa Agueda is between San Sebas- 


tian, the summer residence of tbe Span- 
ish court, and Vittoria, tbe capital of the 
pw vlnoe of Alava, about 30 miles south 
of Bilbao. The premier want there last 
Thursday to take a three weeks' course of 
the baths, after which he expected to re- 
turn to San Sebastian to meet United 
States Minister Woodord, when that gen- 
tleman should ba officially received by tbe

Quetn Regent Christiana, who is at 


San Sebastian, was immediately inform- 
ed of tbe shooting of tho prime minister, 
and she sent her physician, Dr. Bustos, 
on a special train to give what service he 
oonlcl to the wounded statesman. His

Canovas lingered for an hour, when ho 
died 
His lart words were, "Viva Es- 


pana."

the c i^ital tomorrow.

as speedily a* possible. 
The leaders of

A Cold Blooded Assoslnatlon. 


Madrid, Ang. 9.—Tbe assassination of 


ihe Spanish premier was undoubtedly 
;old b'ooded and premidltated. QolH de- 
liberately watched for an opporinnlty and 
only fired when there was no chance of 
missing. In fact tbe assaaain declared as 
much to tbe examining magistrate, Tbe 
prisoner first gave tbe name Binaldl, but 
later be confessed that his real nama was 
Michael Anglne Golll, that ha is 26 years 
of age, a nati'e of Boggiak, neai Naples, 
tbat he left Italy and came to Spain in 
1896, resided at Barcelona, participated In 
the doings of various anarchist societies 
ot that place and vicinity. Later Golli 
visited France, Belgium and then return- 
ed to Spain in July. After returning to 
Spain the anarchist seemed to complete 
plans for tbe assassination of tbe prime 
minister.

left Madrid for Santa 


Agnedd, at tbe same time Canovas did 
and awaited an opportunity to assassinate 
the statesman. Golli is of medium height 
and weara a full beard, and spectacles. 
His demeanor Is tbat of a quiet lav? abld

Prof. Muraoka, of Tokio, has given 


further details concerning his inter- 
esting investigation of the luminousra- 
d'iations emitted by fireflies. It has 
long been believed by many workers on 
light, andi especially on phosphorescent 
light, that in the glow worm and) the 
firefly nature has indicated the trueso- 
lution'of the problem of producing light 
without heat, ami Prof. Muraoka's dfs- 
co\ eries seem to lead to new phases ol 
the subject. His inquiries were sug- 
gested to him by the resemblance of the 
light of fireflies to that of fluorescent 
boddes, some of which hav e been shown 
by H. Beequerel to emit radiations pos- 
sessing properties analogous/to those of 
the Eoentgen rayis. The experiments 
were made by placing a numher of flies, 
varying from 300 to upw ardfa of 1,000, in 
a small, flat box, in which they w«re 
confined/ under a net madie of ihemp 
The box also containedia photographic 
dry plate, in contact with which, were 
plates of various inetals—copper, alum- 
inium, zinc and brass—all of similar 
thickness, sheets of cardboard; both en- 
tire and also with cruciform patterns 
cut out of them. These were sometimes 
interposed between the sensitive plate 
and the metal, and sometimes used 
alone with the sensitive plate. Thin 
u-oodien boards were also pmnloyed for

It is essential, if tlu 
conventional rod is to be sot up, that 
the work be intrusted 1o reliable and 
capable persons, otherwise it may be- 
come a shining invitation to dangers. 
It is probable, therefore, all things con- 
sidered, that a building is as well, if not 
better, protected without such con- 
ductors as -are in general use as wilh 
them. It is safe to assert that the great 
majority of buildings damaged or de- 
stroyed by lightning 
were 
provided 


wilh lightning rods, and in the major- 
ity o* these eases the conductors invited 
tlie thunderbolts, and for some cause, 
probably improper construction, could 
not lead" the lightning harmlessly to the 
f.irtb.—J. E. Powell, in Ladies' Home 
Journal.

SERMON ON SECRET SOCIETIES. 


•Rev. Claris Tenell Thinks There Are Too 


Many—Reflections ta General. 


Sunday morning a large congregation 


was at the Christian tabernacle to hear 
the first half of the lerture by Bev. Claris 
Yeuell on "Organize the Forces," deal- 
ing mainly with secret societies outside 
the ohnroh.

In part Mr. Yeuell said: "Thefocresto 
be oragnized are the forces of the church, 
and the object is the building up of the 
membership lor the evangeli/atlon of the 
world. Evtry other purpose should" be 
sidetracked or made suobrdlnate to this 
one. Too frequently haB organization 
hindered rather than helped the attain- 
ment of this holy aim. 
In the world just 


now there is a mania for organizations, 
and the church Is In dnager in this dlreo 
tion, as in m«ny other directions in ccn- 
forming too muoh to tho ways of the 
' world. I belong to but one secret society 
outside of the church—namely, the fam- 
ily. My wife and I at marriage, seeing 
what we deemed to be this terrible evil 
abroad in the land, entered into solemn 
compact, BB^saored to us as our wedding 
vow, that neither of us would ever join 
a lodge. 
Durlng-seven years nothing has 


transpired to cause us to regret tfiis de- 
cision, and W have become more confirm- 
ed in it year by year, as we view the on- 
ward march of this nefarious tendency. 
"Home, sweet home'" For the average 
family there is no suob place. The min- 
ister quoted from an artlole in the North 
Amerlaan Review, written by Dr. W. S. 
Harwood, May of the present year, who 
declares tbnt annually the members of 
the different societies pay out for various 
purposes tho enormous earn of ?SO,000,000, 
which Is nn average of $50 
Says Dr 


Harwood: "No human guage can meas- 
ure the sorrow th»t comes to many fami- 
lies through the too close attention of 
husbands and fathers to tha lodge room." 
Inclosing Mr. Yeuoll said: "The vari- 
ous religious bodies claim to have one su- 
premo purpose in view; then why not 
unite in Christ and not remain divided 
atid distracted over other Jeadr-rs. Christ 
certainly has the greatest claim and de- 
serves to be crowned Lord of all. 
Let all 


societies unite in the oburob or at least let 
•xll who profess and call themselves Chris- 
tiana, oome out and pursue their works of 
faith and labors of love intheouuroh, 
and make the cburoh wlmt they claim it 
is not, and what it ought to be, and what 
its fouuder intended It to be—the center 
of universal brotherhood And let all the 
"sects" relinquish their sectarian spiflt 
and have the miud in them which was in 
Christ Jesus, being animated with his 
spirit which will send them about doing 
universal good. 


"The evangelization of the world, with 


B view to its salvation, body, soul and 
spirit, should be the prime purpose of or- 
ganlzation or organizations. 
When we 


entertain this conception more fully, the 
golden age of which seers have spoken 
and poets have sung will almost have 
dawned, and the winter of our discontent 
will tie made glorious summer."
